Important to Claim Agents — Powers 


Attorney. 


The regulations prescribed for the payment of 


bounties recently issued by the War Department 
contained a piovision that powers of attorney 
given by claimants And claim agents should not 
be rccogm/ud by the ofliccrs charged with tho 
Mjiilcrncnt of the claims. This provision mate- 
rially allecled the interests of claim agents,' and 
thci at once denied the legal right of tho Gov- 
ciiiment to refuse to recognize powers of attor- 
ney pi opcrly prepared, and tho matter wasrc- 
finul, about two wetkn ago, to the Attorney 
General fpr his decision. The action of the law 
oftlccr of the Government lias been anxiously 
awaited, though It. waft not lor a moment be- 
lieved that tho decision could be otherwise than 
favorable to the claim agents. Attorney General 
Mulberry has rendered a decision in the mutter, 
which !s perfectly Miiisnirtory in its character, 
The decision, which has Jicen forwarded to Sec- 
retary Stanton, is qulto lengthy, covering sex'cral 
closely-written pages of foolscap, but thu follow- 
ing extract contains the principal point: 


"I am of tlie opinion that you have no legal 


authority lo exclude «uthori/,cd attorneys and 
ftgLiUa irom collecting .lonnl.ci, and thai in Iho 
picacnUtion and payment of claim's the claim- 
ants may act by attorney."

tion of the claim is removed, they will bo filed 
rapidly in the Pay Department, and payment wH

The Chase House now monopolize* 
the greater part of the travel and presents its 
guests with & generous bill of fare ot reasonable 
rates. The streets no longer swarm with sin 
eager crowd of speculators, but those who remain 
devote themselves to the testing of territory and 
the production of oil. Fires are now of rare oc- 
currence, the insurance companies having can- 
celled most of their risks, except hi case of per- 
sons of established character.
